Decatur Pastors Offer Brief Trib- 


utes to the Old Commander.

in the interest of the Young Men's Chris-

BET. T. I, COCI/TAS, 


at the First M. E. Church, 10:30 a. m, 
delivered B memorial sermon on the death 
of Gen. Grant, which was a fine tribute 
to the life and character of the old hero 
The pastor read part of the 23d Psalm 
and the whole of the 90th. He selected 
for his test part of the 38th verse of the 
3d chapter of II Samuel: "And the king 
said unto bis servants, know ye not that 
there is a prince and a great man fallen 
this day in Israel?" Referring briefly to 
the chieftains of early times and their 
victories on battle field?, Rev. Coultas re- 
marked that at Mt. McGregor, on Thurs- 
day, there died one whose greatness all 
the world acknowledges. * * 
* On 


the day of his funeral those for whom he 
fought, those with whom he fought, and 
those against 
whom he fought, will 


join in doing 
him 
honor. 
To-ctay 


there is sadness and mourning in the 
land. 
On the day of the funeral the 


nation will be in tears. In history the 
name of Grant will be written beside 
those of Lincoln and Washington. I be- 
lieve that God speaks not only to us 
through the life and example of Christ, 
but also through the lives of others, Let 
us thank God that He has given us a 
man bearing the name of Grant. Nature 
did much for Grant. He was a great man, 
By perseverance and strict attention to 
details, he attained greatness and success 
It is not luck but pluck that leads to suc- 
cess. He earned the name of the Silent 
Man, because he always thought twice 
before he spoke. He was a man of great 
self-control. The speaker here analyzed 
the character of the deceased and pro- 
nounced his life worthy of imitation by 
tbe youth of the land who are ambitious 
to attain greatness. Grant stands out as 
the great soldier. We honor him for hie 
bravery—for the character of his bravery. 
He fought for patriotism, and he believed 
in the principles for which he led armies 
to victory. He fought for liberty, Gen, 
Grant lived in a critical period, other- 
wise his grand character and powers 
might not have been known; but he was 
equal to the occasion, and came out of 
the great struggle victorious and honored 
by tbe nation. The cause of liberty for 
which Grant fought had its birth in En- 
gland 225 years ago, when people met and 
conferred together quietly, planning to 
seek a new land where they would not be 
oppressed. These people embarked in 
the Mayflower and landed at Plymouth 
Rock Dec. 22, 1620. They erected the 
standard of liberty and offered prayers of 
thanksgiving. Abont tbe time the May- 
flower sailed from England the slave- 
catcher's ship was on the coast of Africa. 
It (sailed for America with its load of 
slaves which wae sold at Jamestown, Ya, 
previous to the arrival of Ihe Pilgrims. 
Thus was established on this continent 
two separate civilizations, in the north 
that of liberty and in the south that of 
slavery, Both civilizations spread until 
the inevitable conflict came, and it ended 
in the triumph of liberty in 18C5, when 
Lee gave hia sword to Grant. Groat 
fought not only for liberty but also for 
nationality, the idea set forth in the Dec- 
laration of Independence, He was strong 
and mighty in everything he did. He 
was the greatest military hero tbis coun- 
try has tver known. He is dead, yet he 
lives. He speaks to us to-day. Is Wash- 
ington, or Lincoln, or Garfield, or Grant 
dead? Nay, they live in their grand deeds 
of bravery, and they speak constantly to 
those in power, The peroration on death 
included an eloquent tribute to the dead, 
and reference to the fact that General 
Grant died B Christian. 


At the close of the sermon the follow- 


ing hyma, written by Miss G. M. Gilbert, 
was sung by the choir: 


While the solemn bells are tolling, 


While the nation bows in grief, 


While the muffled drums are roiling, 


Comes the thought: that life ie brief. 


Fallen is the bravest hero, 


Whose great heart was free from strife, 


He has pained hie greatest victory, 


Nobly has he passed from life.

Traction Enerrnes in the Streets. 


The last general assembly passed a law 


relating to traction engines upon the 
highways, which may be of interest to 
our readers, especially to those who own 
tbe machines: 


"That a person in charge of any steam 


engine being propelled over the highways 
ot the State, wholly or in part by steam, 
shall stop the engine within one hundred 
yards of any person or persons going in 
the opposite direction with B team or 
teams; also that the owner ot said engine 
shall keep a trusty man from fifty to two 
hundred yards in advance of said engine 
to assist in controlling any stock that 
may be on said highways. It is made un- 
lawful to blow tbe whistle of any engine 
on the highway or to drive a steam en- 
gine over any bridge or culvert on any 
highway without using four stout, strong 
planks, not less than four feet long, one 
foot wide and two inches thick, two of 
the planks to be constantly under the 
wheels of said engine while crossing said 
bridge or culvert. There is a penalty of 
not less than 810 or more than 850 for 
any violation of the law, and for the nn' 
lawful passing over any bridge or culvert 
the owner of the engine shall be held for 
all damages to said culvert or bridge."

This is the season for dogs to go 
mad, acd i! one is bitten by a vicious ca- 
dine that appears to be not &lHicted, even 
then the chances are that the pRrty will 
die of hydrophobia. The poison is in the 
dogs. They are always dangerous and 
disposed to be snappish in the htated 
term, Is Decntur willing to take the risk? 
Let all the dogs be chained up or muz- 
zled for a month. 


Abou; Sunstrokes. 


A writer who thinks he knows all about 


it, says that on the theory that sutstroke 
stagnates the blood, many persons advo- 
cate blood-letting. 
This is a grievous 


mistake, since the spirits sheuld be stim- 
ulated rather than depressed. Few per- 
sans recover when blood-letting is resort- 
ed to, and .even under the advanced 
modes cf treatment the rate of mortality 
is high. In cases of heat exhaustion, the 
victim experiences a eecse of weakness, 
the sight grows dim, a rushing noise sa- 
lutes the ears, they become partially or 
entirely unconscious, and fall to the 
ground. The face is pale, features sunk- 
en, pupils dilated, surface of the body 
cool, and muscles relaxed. 
Many of these 


symptoms are apparent in sunstroke also. 
In the latter, however, the victim sees, 
but there is a uniformity of color in every 
object. In sunstroke the respiration is 
rapid, and high fever, nausea and vomit- 
ing, There are few suggestions to make 
as to precautions. Intoxicated persons 
and these whose duties compel them to 
be continually iD the rays of the sun are 
more liable to be struck.

to one feature of his military career 
which has not been generally recog- 
nized—namely: that he commanded 
larger armies than either of the four 
great soldiers—Marlborough, Napo- 
leon, Frederick or Wellington—and 
that he directed the successful move- 
ments of vast masses under his com- 
mand over a larger area, "his line of 
battle in 1804, when he became Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the American ar- 
mies, extending from the Potomac 
to the Rio Grande." It is as yet too 
early to estimate his real rank among 
the great Generals of the world, but 
this much may at least be said. He 
commanded larger armies and opera- 
ted over larger areas than any of 
them. His plans were more com- 
plete and comprehensive, for they 
not only involved the defeat of the 
enemy but his capture of armies, so 
that there should be DO more men 
left to fight. More than this, it 
goes to his credit that his armies 
were not composed of soldiers train- 
ed to the art of war, but of citizens 
taken from the field, the counting- 
rooms, the shops, and the factories.

who prayed "to wade knee deep in 
the blood of Union men," another 
who aided and abetted in a murder, 
and jail birds and forgers and skulk- 
ers from the Union army besides. 


Gan Grant's Religious Habits. 
Rev. Dr. Newman has given in the 


New York Times some interesting 
facts concerning the religious habits 
of Gen. Grant: 


I have been with him, says Dr. 


Newman, in privp.te and in public, 
and with all classes of people. 
Yet 


I never heard him utter a profane 
word, or indulge in an improper 
stcry, nor have I ever seen him smile 
approvingly at an immodest story 
which some person present happened 
to have th<> «udi"ity to relate. 
He 


was altoa-tLtT ihi purest man in 
converse ion of wi',-> m I ever had 
know'e i^e. During my pastorate of 
sis yyard in Washington , which in- 
cluded the greater part of his presi- 
dency, he was a regular attendant 
at church. 
Storm of no kind ever 


kept him away. He was the most 
attentive and appreciative listener 
I ever had. 
To me he was an inspi- 


ration, because of his profound at 
tention and the indirect influence I 
eseited through him on others. Ho 
was president of our board of trus 
tees and a liberal contributor to the 
church. 
His charities were tnady 


and unostentatious. One day I was 
preaching on "Lost Opportunities." 
I had occasion to say that whoever 
desired to find worthy objects of 
charity could do so with little effort, 
I recalled a visit I had nmdw during 
the preceding week to 
a soldier's 


widow who was dying of cousump 
tion and who, although destitute, 
was happy in the Christian faith. I 
mentioned also a man who had lost 
his sight at government work, and 
who bore his allliction with a saint- 
like spirit, although he was in dis- 
tressing circumstances. 
After the 


service, as soon as the President had 
reached the White House, he gent 
me a §20 bill pinned to his card, on 
which was written "Please give S10 y-\ 
to that soldier's widow and $10 to i' \ 
that poor blind man." 
I remember 


receiving from him one Christmas 
day the following letter. 


"EXECUTIVE MANSION, ; 


December '25, 1860. \ 


DEAR DOOTOR—luelosed please Had 


my check for 3100 for distribution among 
the poor. Don't forget the ragged school 
over on the island. Yours truly, 


"U. S. GBAXT." 


His life was fall of such deeds of 


quiet charity. 


Recurring to his love of family 


prayer the clergyman continued- "I 
recall a visit to his Long Branch 
cottage, where daily we had prayeru 
after breakfast. 
One morning an 


English gentleman called while we 
were at the table. He remained so 
long that there was no oppjrtuiiity 
for 
family devotions. 
The 
next 


morning the president brought the 
old family Bible into the breakfast- 
room with him 
Handing it over to 


me ho said: 'Doctor, we were cheat- 
ed out of our prayers yesterday, but 
to make sure that it shall not hap- 
pen again we will have dovctions 
after this before breakfast.' "

GRANT DEAD 


At eight o'clock this morning, 


July 23d, at lit. McGregor, New 
York, died the greatest citizen of the 
United States, the foremost man of 
the whole world, Ulysses S. Grant. 
Of his long and painful struggle 
with disease, bis patient, manly fight 
for life, the reading public need not 
be told, fur the touching story is 
known 
wherever newspapers are 


read, even to the most remote cor- 
ners of the earth. 
That he did cot 


sooner snccntcb to the attack of the 
great enemy is but another evidence 
of the sublime fortitude, the master- 
ful persistence, the grim determina- 
tion with which his whole life was 
characterized, and which never failed 
him when he faced only human foes. 
But in a contest with the mighty 
monster which sooner or later over- 
comes us all he went down, leaving 
the whcle world to mourn the un- 
timely death cf one who never had 
an evil aspiration or an unworthy 
ambition. 


It is too soon yet for the woild to 


do full justice to the greatness of 
(ron. Grant. 
IIis fame is yet too 


frt"*h in the minds of n generation 
which witnessed his achievements 
and participated ID the iieice strug- 
gles which gave him bis title to un- 
piiding glory and renown. To have 
been the central figure upon a stage 
whereon were enacted the most thrill- 
ing cf nil actual dramas, to have 
stood at the head ot the/grandest 
army that ever marched to victory 
through oceans of blood, to ha\e 
hold the helm of civil government at 
» time when questions of the most 
vital importance as to the woal or 
woe of hfty millions oi people were 
in cours,e of settlement, to have oc- 
cupied a position for well nigh a 
quarter of n century in the very fo- 
cns of the fierce light which modern 
civilisation and modern habits of 
thought throw around such a promi- 
nent figure, it would have been a 
nnr'icle if sc me one had nnt observed 
things in his career to criticise, rr if 
jealousy and narrow minded medioc- 
rity had rut iua«le him the subject 
of carping, if not contumely. It has 


lu>p>u well remarked that nn impar- 
tial history was never written by the 
generation which made it, and so it 
is with our estimates of individuals 
—time enough must pass to cover 
up the animosities which whu'h are 
the natural outgrowth of the events 
which make men noticeable before a 
a just measure of their greatness can 
be arrived at. 
So it is with the 


life 
of 
the 
great 
man 
who 


has just passed away. 
His wonder- 


inl genius as a military man, his pro- 
found abilities in the 
domain of 


statesmanship, his unquestioned in- 
tegrity us a citi^n and 
public 


lalh-er, his L-jnky t_i every principle 
which uur's to make up tiis model 
man w.ll t.tner bo fully recognized 
by th(< geueration uhich paiticipa 
ted 1:1 his struggles !>nd triumphs, 
hut uhp'a iiH tue mi'u uhn v,pre 


Eey, and was made a first lieuten- 
ant on the field of the latter, for gal 
lantry. 
He was breveited captain 


for gallant conduct at Chapultepec, 
acd tsok part in the capture of the 
Ciiy of Mexico. 
In 164S he was 


married to Miss Julia T. Dent, at 
St. Lonis, was sent to Oregon in 
1852, made a full captain in 1S53, 
and resigned Lis commission the 
next year, remaining in civil life un- 
til the breaking ont of the rebellion, 
when he offered his services to Grv. 
Yates, and was made colonel of the 
21st Illinois regiment, in which there 
was one company recruited in De- 
catnr, 
bis 
rapid 
promotion to 


brigadier general, and major gen- 
eral bis phenomenal enecses in win- 
ning victories, hi? call to the supreme 
command of the army, his part in 
bringing the war to a successful 
close, his elect-on to the presidency 
in 1868 ar,d again in 1S7'2, his re- 
tirement to private life, his remarka- 
ble trip around the world, during 
which he was the honored guest of 
all the great countries on the globe 
—all these are too fresh in the minds 
of the people to need more than a 
mere passing mention at this time. 


At the comparatively early age of 


03 Gen. Grant closed his' earthly ca- 
reer, and though it is a source of 
profound regret that he could cot 
have lived longer to enjoy the willing 
homage of the nation for which he 
had done so much, his grateful coun- 
trymen will never cease to revere his 
memory, and as time goes on his 
fame will grow brighter and brighter, 
and generations yet nnborn will rse 
up to bless the name of the silent 
hero whose deeds will never die, 
whose patriotism will remain to in 
spire the young and rejuvenate the 
old, whose sturdy American habifs 
of thought will forever so gloriously 
exemplify the active energies of the 
golden period of our history, ani 
whose blameless private life will for 
all time shed lustre upon the Ameri- 
can husband and father. 


Grant's Funeral, 


It has been definitely determined 


that Gen. Grant shall be buried in 
Central Park, New York, the family 
expressing 
that 
as their 
desire. 


The remains will remain at the cot- 
tage on lit. McGregor until Tues- 
day, August 4, when they will be 
removed to the capitol in Albany, 
where they will lie in sta'e from 
4.30 p. m. cf Aug. 4 until nocn of 
the next day, when they will be taken 
to New York, where they will lie in 
state at the City Hall from 'Wednes- 
day afternoon until Saturday, Aug. 
Sth, when the final interment will 
take place in Central Park. 
The 


funeral will probably be in change of 
the war department, and will be one 
of the grandest pageants ever wit- 
nessed in the world.
